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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 26 June 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
hot persuasive. 

Applicant argues with respect to the 35 USC 103 rejections. Applicant's 
arguments appear to be oh the grounds that: 

1) Lee's polymer web product is a structure of fibers. Thus, the result of the 
process is not a continuous filament. Thus, Lee is not concerned with producing 
filaments. 

2) Lee does not teach spinning the fibers onto a surface of water or an organic 
solvent as the collector. 

3) There is no motivation to combine the separate and distinct references. 

4) The optimization relied upon by the Examiner is not applicable because the 
variables are specific to a process other than practiced by the combined references. 

5) The motivation to combine does not address the use of water or a solvent as 
the collector surface. 

The Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows: 

1) Lee's product is a continuous filament at least to the extent that the web 
consists of fibers extruded from the extruder to the collector surface [0008]. Therefore, 
it is not required to cut or break of fibers while extruding. 

2) Since Terry is relied upon for spinning onto the liquid surface, discussion of 
reliance on Lee for such is moot. 
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2) In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

3) In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, as previously 
described, the motivation would be to use the teachings of Terry et al in Lee et al's 
electrospinning method in order to dissolve out the solvents from the plastic material 
being spun (col. 6 lines 36-40). 

3) In response to applicant's argument that Terry is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the 
field is solution spinning of thermoplastic fibers. 
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4) The references combined to form the claimed process as specified in the 35 
use 103 rejection in the Office Action mailed 27 February 2007. Thus, the same 
process would optimize the variables as described. 

5) The limitation of the use of water or a solvent as the collector surface is taught 
since Terry's extruder 24 surface interfaces with a surface of coagulant (see Fig. 1). 

5) In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., implying a gap between the extruder and the liquid surface) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
